Dr.  Wildman  has  asked  me  in 
submitting  this  report  to  express  his  sincere  thanks  for  the  assistance 
and  support  he  has  enjoyed  during  his  nine  years  tenure  of  the  office 
from  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  from  his  colleagues  in  other 
departments  and  from  Members  of  the  Council. 

At  the  same  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  invariable 
kindness  and  courtes}^  I  have  met  while,  acting  temporarily  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health* 

Apart  from  a  general  prevalence  of  measles  in  the  Spring  and  early 
Summer,  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  and  the  figures 
of  birth  rate  and  death  rate  in  the  report  show  no  departure  from  the 
average  of  former  years.

The  Rodent  Report  covers  the  Financial  Year 
31  •  3*  58;  the  remainder  deals  with  the  Calendar  Ye  arc.  Mr*  H. 

Whitehead  commenced  duties  as  Rodent  Operative  on  the  6th  May  1957 
and  took  the  three  day  Course  of  training  organised  by  the 
Infestation  Control  Division  of  -the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries 
and  Food. 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Council* s  Surveyor  for 
information  regarding  water  supply,  drainage  and  sewerage,  refuse 
disposal  swimming  pool  and  the  table  on  Hoisdng  Progress. 


I  have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  c f  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Apart  from  the  Highfields  area  which  is  supplied  by  the 
Metropolitan  Yfater  Board,  the  towns  supply  is  obtained  from  two 
wells  sunk  in  the  chalk,  one  at  Musley  Lane  and  the  other  at 
Musley  Hill,  the  former  being  the  main  source  of  supply* 

During  the  year  extensions  have  been  ma.de  to  private  water- 
mains  on  new  housing  estates. 

QUALITY* 

Twenty  four  routine  samples  of  town  water  were  taken  for  •' 
bacteriological  examination  with  satisfactory  results. 

DKiilNAGE  &  SEWERAGE* 

During  the  year  the  foul  sewer  in  Amwell  End  has  been 
reconstructed*  The  syphon  under  the  River  Lee  has  been  abandoned  and 
a  direct  connection  made  to  the  Trunk  Sewer#  The  surface  outfall 
ditch  at  the  rear  of  Clements  Street  has  been  piped  and  a  surface  water 
outfall  through  the  Priory  Grounds  has  been  relaid* 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL* 

Tipping  continues  at  the  Crane  Mead  site* 

BUMMING  BATH. 

Five  bacteriological  samples  taken  during  the  season  were 
reported  as  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT*  1 936* 

During  April  and  May  complaints  were  made  by  factory  owners  about 
flies,  crickets,  smell  and  smoke  corning  from  the  Crane  Mead  tip.  This 
was  dealt  with  by  spraying  with  Malathion  and  increasing  the  supplies  of 
soil  to  cover  the  refuse*  During  the  summer  and  autumn  infestation  was 
much  lighter  and  no  complaints  were  received. 

During  February  the  Council  sent  a  warning  letter  to  the  occupiers 
of  a  factory  concerning  the  emission  of  dust,  srnoke  and  paper  particles 
into  the  surrounding  atmo sphere.  Conditions  were  much  better 

subsequently  and  no  further  complaints  were  received*  However  during 
November  a  temporary  boiler  breakdown  caused  a  handfired  boiler  to  be 
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ever  loaded  with  the  creation  of  a  nuisance.  The  mechanically  fired 
boiler  was  quickly  repaired  and  the  smoke  nuisance  abated*

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  construction  of  a  private 
was  commenced  to  serve  farm  premises  and  a  residential  nursery 
alterations  to  sub-soil  drainage  channels  taking  the  effluent 


from  septic  tanks  have  proved  unsatisfactory* 


Seven  applications  to  the  Local  Licences  Officer  for  Music 
and  Dancing  Licences  were  referred  to  the  department  for  report  upon  the 
sanitary  circumstances*  Additional  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided 
at  one  public  house  and  improvements  were  made  at  two  premises* 

HOUSING  ACTS.  1936  -  1 954-  and  1957* 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-six  houses 
in  clearance  areas  of  which  eight  were  occupied*  During  the  year  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  represented  twenty  nine  houses  in  six  areas, 
(areas  numbered  26,27,28,  29,  30,  and  3*0  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  Of  the  four  individual  unfit  houses  represented  to  be  unfit 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  demolition  orders  were  made  on  twro; 
an  undertaking  not  to  r  let  until  made  fit  was  given  in  another  case, 
and  the  purchase  by  the  Council  of  the  fourth  unfit  house  is  being 
negotiated.  A  statement  of  the  above  particulars  is  summarised  in  the 
tables  attached.  During  the  year  eighteen  houses  in  clearance  areas 
were  demolished.  This  leaves  thirty- seven  houses  in  clearance  areas  to 
be  cleared  of  which  twenty  seven  are  occupied* 

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS ,  1 955* 

Extensive  alterations  were  effected  at  the  premises  of  two 
large  provision  merchants*  This  work  entailed  the  reconstruction  of  the 
shops  and  stores.  In  one  case  the  wrork  was  completed  and  in  the  second 
the  majority  of  the  alterations  were  finished  during  the  year. 


SIAUIGHTSRHOUSE  MD  MEAT  BTSFEOTION. 

The  tabl®  of  carcases  slaughtered  and  inspected  shows  a 
considerable  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase  expressed 
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in  cattle  units  amount  to  29«  4% 


Cysticercus  bovis  was  found  in  82  cattle.  The  location 
of  the  parasites  was  as  follows: - 

Hearts  79  Tongue  only  1.  Skirts  only  2. 

The  cardiac  cysts  were  located  in  the  epicardium  in  35 
instances  and  5^  wer  found  in  the  myoeardium*
